These are to be traced 
to well-meaning citizens who sincerely believe that 
the Indian has been u.istreated and that he is in 
justice entitled to more freedom in directing the 
conduct of his own affairs, and to certain selfish 
interests who have always been and always will bu 
desirous of permission to deal directly with the 
Indian regarding his land and the natural re 
sources of his domain. The other tendency is ex 
pressed in the efforts of the Indian bureau, as Gen 
eral Pratt correctly indicates, to preserve and 
strengthen their control over the Indian. 


A compromise between these two opposing ex- 


tremes is to be found in the policy favored by the 
present Secretary of the Interior to extend full 
citizenship to those Indians found worthy of'this 
honor upon careful examination, and to give them 
full control over their lives and property. Some of 
the tribes and many of the individual Indians must 
still be protected from their own simplicity and 
designing outside interests.
